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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyndeboro: 

I respectfully submit my fifteenth annual report 
as Superintendent of Schools. 

Supervision 

Without reducing any of the usual routine ac- 
tivities of supervision discussed in previous reports, 
I am attempting this year to give particular em- 
phasis to Reading. This emphasis is being directed 
along two lines,—first, with the reading activities of 
the child’s first year in school, in an effort to reduce 
the number of failures; and second, in grades above 
the first, to overcome the difficulties some children 
have in reading, by diagnosing their troubles and 
providing some degree of remedial instruction. 

Recent years have brought many changes in the 
theory and practice of teaching beginners to read. 
The results of scientific investigation have given us 
a clearer understanding of the way children learn. 
The process of learning to read is made up of five 
rather clearly defined stages of development. In 
each of these stages very definite aims have been 
set up and until the child has attained certain stand- 
ards of achievement in the first stage, we cannot 
expect him to go on. successfully in the next stage. 

We call the first of these five the ‘‘Preparatory 
Stage.” Children enter first grade with varying de- 
grees of readiness and the first task of the teacher 
is to discover the degree of readiness of each child 
and to provide experiences which will supplement 
those the children have already had in the home and 
community, in order to bring about as rapidly as 
possible certain physical, social, and emotional ad- 
justments, and supply a background of ideas and a 
freedom in conversation which will enable the chil- 
dren to enter the second stage of reading on as 
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nearly an equal basis as may be possible. However, 
it is obvious that not all children will be ready for 
the second and succeeding stages at the same time, 
and our greatest administrative problem is to so or- 
ganize the work that each child may be able to 
progress at his own best rate. 

The second stage of development in reading in- 
cludes the pre-primer period, when the child be- 
comes able to read simple sentence units; the 
primer period, where he learns to read units of two 
or more sentences fluently and understandingly; 
and the first-reader period when he learns to read 
simple material quite independently, becomes ab- 
sorbed in getting the meaning, and enjoys reading 
by himself. This is ordinarily the extent of a child’s 
progress during the first year in school, but there 
are always some children who have completed these 
two stages before the end of the first year, and 
others who need more than one year to accomplish 
it successfully. | 

We are attempting this year to send reports of 
progress to parents in forms that indicate quite 
minutely to what degree the child has met the stand- 
ards set up for each period of learning to read, be- 
lieving that the parent should know as intimately as 
possible the progress made by his own child. 

The work in remedial reading in the upper 


grades has not yet been so definitely organized as I 


have just described for the first grade. Progress has 
been made, however, and all of the teachers are 
giving special study to methods of remedial reading, 
some of the necessary testing has been done and 
some remedial teaching is being done. A more com- 
plete report of this work will be given next year. 


State Aid 


The estimated expenditures in state aid items 
for the current school year, as submitted to the State

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Board of Education in October, totaled $5,292.60. 
On the usual basis the approved amount would have 
been approximately $5,100, but only $4,603.20 is 
now approved. The State Board has had to adopt a 
policy of approving only so much of the cost of a 
school the size of that at Perham Corner, as would 
be required to transport the children to some other 
school. This does not mean that the district will be 
penalized to the amount of $400 or $500 for the 
current year, but it does serve notice that the allot- 
ment of State Aid for next year is on the basis of 
three schools instead of four, plus transportation 
cost made necessary if one school is closed. 

This new policy on the part of the State Board 
obliges us to consider carefully the proper disposi- 
tion to be made next year of the pupils in the Per- 
ham Corner section. If the Perham Corner School 
should be maintained with no increase in the num- 
ber of pupils, it will cost the taxpayers of Lyndeboro 
$400 to $500 more than this year, due to the loss of 
that much State Aid. Several posssible solutions are 
suggested: these pupils could be transported to 
either South Lyndeboro or Lyndeboro Center, which- 
ever building was best able to accommodate them, 
and reasonable cost of transportation would come 
within the State Aid allotment; or they could be 
transported to Wilton, and in that case the trans- 
portation and also the cost of tuition would come 
within the state aid allotment. 

The South Lyndeboro school enrollment this year 
is 25; it will probably not be less than that figure 
next year and may be more; the addition of nine 
pupils from Perham Corner would rather seriously 
overcrowd the building. The present enrollment at 
Lyndeboro Center is 19 and, so far as we know, will 
not be far from that number next year; this build- 
ing would accommodate the children from Perham 
Corner without excessive crowding. 
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The question of school consolidation has been 
discussed for several years. Consolidation of these 
three schools might be a better solution than any of 
the others suggested, if proper accommodations 
could be made for an additional school room, so 
that the four primary grades could be in one room 
and the four upper grades in another room. With 
this arrangement, there would be approximatély 25 
pupils in each room. 

The budget presented for next year is based on 
the best estimates we can make, including reason- 
able allowances for transportation but without 
actual bids on any of the routes. The difference in 
the totals of the two plans represents the extra cost 
to the taxpayers if the Perham Corner School is to 
be kept open.
